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INTRODUCTION 

This  bibliography  steins  from  a  collection  of  backup  publica- 
tions for  four  transportation  projects  undertaken  by  Environmental 
Planning  and  Design.  Of  special  concern  were  /jir  and  Noise  Pollu- 
tion, tT'o  rather  neglected  areas  of  transportation  planning  until 
recently.  The  bibliography  includes  subjects  pertinent  to  the  ef- 
fects of  transportation  systems  on  the  environment  -  both  human  and 
physical. 

The  entries  are  listed  generally  by  subject.  Approximetely 
tHO-thirds  of  them  have  been  published  since  1969.  The  bibliograp- 
hic sources  section  contains  publications  listing  many  hundreds  more 
entries. 

As  anyone  who  has  assembled  a  working  library  for  a  particular 
project  knoTfTs,  an  existing  bibliographj'-  on  the  subject  can  save  many 
hoxirs  of  frustration.  It  is  hoped  that  this  bibliography  will  pro- 
vide some  current  source  guides  to  others  interested  in  the  envir- 
onmental aspects  of  transportation  planning.
